Is Co$tly Education our 
Future?

Well, here we are, back again 
for anothOT year. We should all 
consider ourselves very fortunate to 
even be here. I know that may sound 
COTny, but this time next year, there 
is a chance you won ' t be here. Those 
of us graduating this year (I hope), 
are getting out just in the nick of 
time. Those of you just starting are 
in for a very long and expensive ride. 
One which you may be paying for 
the rest of your lives. 

Over the summer, the Coun- 
cil of Ontario Universities issued a 
discussion paper on tuition reform. 
It was suggested in this paper that 
tuition should rise nearly 50% over 
the next two years. That means 
tuition at Laurentian is likely to rise 
nearly $1000! The Presidents of 
student unions across Ontario met 
with Dave Cooke, the Minister of 
Teaching and Learning late in Au- 
gust and he promised us that tuition 
would drastically increase next year. 
Unlike many of his other promises, 
this is one he is likely to keep. 

What exactly does this mean 
for students in Ontario? It means, 
quite honestly that many people who 
had intended to go to University, 
will be unable to afford to. Last year, 
59 (XX) students applied to post sec- 
ondary institutions in Ontario. Only 
48 000 were accepted. Next year, 
that number will increase. One in 
five of you could not find a sununer 
job. Many ofyou who in the past had 
qualified for and received grants to 
attend school, are this year being 
saddled with costly student loans 
which you will be paying back iot a 
great many years after you graduate. 
Although students did have one ma- 
jor victory over the summer with the 
elimination of the 3% tax on student 
loans, we suffered a blow to the 




pocket txxjic wtuch will affect us for 
years tocome. Thebeloved six month 
grace period has been altered. As of 
the day you graduate, interest begins 
accruing on your loan. No longer do 
you have six interest free months to 
get a job and get on your feet 

Post secondary education is 
not only becoming less accessible, it 
is becoming necessity in our society. 
At a time when ouf government 
should e looking very closely at ways 
to improve our society, d;onomy and 
spirit, they are doing just the oppo- 
site. Education is the key to our 
future. Without educated individu- 
als we may as well be living in a third 
world country. The current steps 
being taken are leading our education 
system into one similar to the private 
and expensive system of the United 
States. Students at Harvard pay 
roughly 32% of the cost of their edu- 
cation. The proposed hikes will re- 
sult in Ontario students paying 35%! 
Doesn't seem right does it? As much 
as I love Laurentian, it is a far cry 
from Harvard. 

I'd love to hear from any and 
all of you. Please feel free to drop by 
the SGA office any time with com- 
ments or questions. I would e more 
than happy to fill you in on any other 
details you are interested in. The 
more of us that know about these 
detrimental actions, and the more of 
us that get mad about it the more 
power students have in dealing with 
the government. Get mad, take ac- 
tion, help keep education a right, not 
a privilege!

It has been said that Jean 
Chretien has four positions on every 
issue: "I'm in favour of it", "I oppose 
it", "I'll figure it out after I'm elected 
and "I never said that." 

It was amusing when he was 
just leader of the opposition and bore 
no responsibility for the nation. To- 
day, however, there is a serious pos- 
sibility that Jean Chretien will be- 
come our next Prime Minister and he 
owes the Canadian voters real an- 
swers. Instead, the liberals have fo- 
cused exclusively on style over sub- 
stance. 

The Liberals know the GST is 
unpopular, so promising to remove it 
will win votes for them. Therefore, 
they're going to remove it. The prob- 
lem is that the GST raises $ 1 5 billion 
inrevenues annually. If the GSTgoes, 
we either replace it with another tax, 
or we add billions to the deficit every 
year. There is no Liberal proposal, 
not even a vague one, to offer an 
alternative. Style over substance. 

Although most people accept

thenecessity of government belt tight- 
ening, they still want someone else to 
be the one to pay. The Liberals have 
once again employed their smoke 
and minors to do the job. They say 
they'll slash $400 million from gov- 
ernment contracts for professional 
services, creating the impression that 
they're attacking the fat-cat consult- 
ants, pollsters, and image makers. 
What they don't tell you is that half 
that budget pays for teachers and 
nurses for native bands as well as 
hospital beds for disabled veterans. 
Further, the Liberals say they will cut 
a whopping $40 million from minis- 
terial staffs, hoping it will look like 
the politicians are being asked to sac- 
rifice. Style over substance. Kim 
Campbell cut $1 billion by reducing 
the size of the cabinet to 25 and 
eliminating junior ministries. 

The North American Free 
Trade Agreement is highly contro- 
versial and it is unclear whether Ca- 
nadians will vote for or against a 
party based on that issue. Therefore,

When I speak with various 
groups within the University and in 
the Sudbury community this is the 
phrase I find myself saying each time 

- because it's true. 

The L.U. Harassment Office 
is in its fourth year and the numbers 
of people who have come for help 
and information are in the hundreds. 
And yes, it is true: all of them have 
only one thing in common. 

It is certainly not their gender 

- both males and females have sought 
help from the office. It is 
not their age -I have 
dealt with people 
between the 
ages of 18 to 
63. Their 
race, an- 
cestry, 
place of 
origin, 
colour, 
ethnic 
origin, 
citizen 
ship 
creed, sexual 
orientation, 
marital status, fam 
ily status or handicap: none 
of these factors has been shared by all 
of the victims of harassment 

This is not what most people 
think when they consider the issue of 
harassment They tend to think only 
ofthe stereotypical victim: the quiet, 
young, attractive female who is not 
quite "street-wise". And yes, harass- 
ment does happen to this "stereotype" 
on a regular basis (that's how we get 
stereotypes) but not just to her. 

I think, for example, of the 
cases I have had (and I have had 
several) of male students who have 
found themselves in relationships 
which their partners have refused to 
allow them to end. They have been 
threatened academically,emotionally 
and physically - their cases are real 
and they have received help through 




the Harassment Office. 

There have been many peo- 
ple (of both sexes) well over the age 
of 50 who have come to the office 
withaproblem: "But it's not harass- 
ment, of course, becausel'm tooold 
to be harassed." Or the students 
who come to me to say " I'm in this 
difficult situation. It's not harass- 
ment because this person has no 
power over me - it's just another 
student" I have had tenured male 
faculty members seek help through 
the Harassment Office. Also, there 
are the people who have had the 
problem that "I'm finding all 
of this horrible stuff 
being put under 
my door and I 
don't know 
who is do- 
ing it — I 
haven't 
done 
anything 
to anyone 
and this is 
really get- 
ting to me" 
who have 
arrived on 
the 9th Roor of 
the R.D. Parker 
Building for advice. 
It has yet to fail. Sometimes 
not on the first visit or contact and 
sometimes not phrased in exactly 
the same way but inevitably each 
person has said, " I never thought/ 
would ever have to get help from a 
Harassment Officer." But it hap- 
pens - and to lots of people. Part of 
preventing or dealing with a harass- 
ment situation is recognizing that 
anyone can be a victim. No one is 
immune. It could be you. It might 
have been already and you didn't ot 
couldn'tgethelp. It's not your fault.

Now students are being asked 
earlier and earlier in their academic 
careers the deadly question , "So what 
are you going to be when you grow 
up/graduate/etc.?" There seem to be 
so many more options than there were

m previous years, 
but less chance of 
actually getting a 
job in your field 
of expertise after 
as many as 
twenty years in 
school. Even new 
specializations, 
such as the ple- 
thora of "environ- 
mental" degrees 
don't guarantee 
jobs. That's 
never what uni- 
versity was about 
anyway. You 
don't go 10 university to get a job, 
even if your parents managed to and 
expect the same success from you. 
University is more like a four year 
workshop on collaboration, research 
skills, and generally finding out how 
much you have left to learn about life. 
It's only a starting point, but one of 
great importance. 

Most students have no idea 
what they will do when they gradu- 
ate. We cast around in a state just 
short ofpanic for hope. "Maybe I'll 
teach," we say, or, 'There's always a 
Masters," but then we talk to teacher 
friends who haven't found jobs yet 
and are living with their parents while 
they wait for sporadic calls from the 
board of education for substitute 
teaching. We talk to our cousins for 
whom their Ph.D. is nothing but a set 
of initials after their name. They're 
baby-sitting in Ottawa while they wait 
on a research or teaching position. 
Some people have even gone through 
two degrees and are now working in 
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and the introduction 
of WAC courses, in- 
tegrative computer 
studies, and co-op 
work terms to univer- 
sities. 

Take advan- 
tage of the resources 
the university puts at 
your disposal while 
you are here. The ex- 
periences of your in- 
structors and peers can 
be invaluable. The li- 
brary with its CD- 
ROM catalogues and 
inter-university book 
loans can help you to research your 
career and education goals. If you 
have access to a modem, you can 
hook up to the university library in- 
formation network, a free service for 
students. Go down to the Student 
Counseling and Resource Centre and 
the Placement Centre on the second 
floor of R.D. Parker. You can look 
into academic work-study and travel- 
study programs. Check into the fi- 
nancial assistance office; several 
awards are granted to students on the 
basis of financial need. Australia is 
looking for teachers (check at the 
SCRC for info). You can apply for a 
graduate scholarship in L-916 but

Even those 
of us lucky enough to get jobs in the 
business world upon graduation of- 
ten find ourselves stranded at entry 
level responsibilities and salaries until 
our considerable talents have grown 
rusty or obsolete.

Moneycare: 

Modest up-tick in Economy - 
Reason for Optimism in 1993

Predictions of some warming 
in the days past heralded spring's 
arrival. And they also describe Cana- 
da's economic outlook for 1993. 
Since the beginning of the year, fore- 
casters, including chartered account- 
ants, have expressed cautious opti- 
mism about a modest up-tick in the 
economy, despite the heavy burden 
of government debt and uncertainty 
preceding the federal election. Why? 

The Bank of Canada's zero- 
inflation policy is on target, currently 
holding inflation to around 2 percent. 
Our low infbtion rate means that 
foreign investors see Canada as a 
fairly good place to invest for the 
short term. At the same time, interest 
rates are now at their lowest level in 
20 years. Since they are comparable 
to U.S. rates, this means that we can 
compete effectively for foreign in- 
vestment while also giving business 
a boost 

Indeed, the combination of 
low interest rates and the current low 
exchange rate on the Canadian dollar 
(about $0.80 U.S.) is what Canadian 
manufacturing exporters need to turn 
a profit again, which means more 
investing by business and more jobs. 
Exporters are particularly well-posi- 
tioned given that the U.S. economy 
will pick up before Canada's. And, 
in fact, today's low interest rates and 
low dollar may mean that Canadians 
finally begin to benefit from free trade 
with the U.S. The high interest rates 
and high dollar that prevailed after 
signing of the agreement made com- 
peting in the U.S. difficult. 

While the immediate future 
looks promising for companies ready 
to export to the U.S., don't expect to 



see much movement on the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) among Canada, the U.S. 
and Mexico. The new U.S. adminis- 
tration is in no hurry to sign the agree- 
ment and, in Canada, signatures are 
unlikely to be forthcoming until after 
the federal election. 

At both the federal and pro- 
vincial levels, rising debt is a major 
concern and governments will con- 
tinue to be under pressure to control 
spending. Since our deficit is heavily 
financedby foreign investment, there 
may be pressure to raise interest rates 
in order to continue attracting off- 
shorecapital. Such a move, of course, 
could cut into any gains business is 
making. 

What does it all mean to the 
average Canadian? Unemployment 
levels will probably drop shghtly in 
1993. Hiring will be in highly skilled, 
high-tech sectors, such as aerospace 
and computers. White collar casual- 
ties of the recession will hkely not be 
hiredback. They will either retrain or 
start up their own businesses, many

According to the 1986 cen- 
sus, 85% of all Indian families have 
incomes below $10, 000.00. While 
such rates of poverty are revealing, 
the point remains that disadvantaged 
conditions that begin at birth, follow 
through until death. The life expect- 
ancy of Native people in comparison 
to the dominant white society is an 
average of, eight years less. The 
statistics concerning Native Canadi- 
ans are appalling. For Native chil- 
dren, the incidence of death in the 
first year of life is four times the 
national average; infant mortality is 
twice the national average. Native 
children are more likely to die as the 
result of an accident from age one to 
their nineteenth birthday. A Native 
child is six times more likely to have 
lost a friend to suicide by the age of 
nineteen than the dominant popula- 
tion. Furthermore, an investigation 
of the Coldwater Band in B.C. un- 
covered 497 cases of physical and 
sexual abuse and 49 cases of incest. 

Child welfare practices and 
policies have been a critical factor in 
the breakdown of aboriginal culture. 
It can be compared to the residential 
school policies of the past and to the 
assimilationist policies of the De- 
partmentof Indian Affairs which pro- 
hibited Indian ceremonies. Native 
people in Canada have every reason 
to be concerned about the disintegra- 
tion of their families as a result of the 
child welfare policies of the federal 
and provincial government Many 
Native people see the child welfare 
system as a mechanism for cultural 
genocide because of the imposition 
of Euro-Canadian cultural values and 
laws. 

The Third World conditions 
that Native children face is partially 
due to socio-economic conditions 
which are a result of a colonial rela- 
tionship. The high adolescent (0- 14) 
suicide rate, which is nine times the 
national rate, comes from chronic 
powerlessness, which Native profes- 
sionals call "internalized oppression". 
Empowerment is crucial to under- 
standing the future needs of Native 
people if self-determination is to be 
achieved. A knowledge of the Native 
culture and traditions link a person to 
the community. If Native children 
are at risk, Native culture is at risk. 

As of 1980, status Indian chil- 
dren were in care of child welfare 
agencies at S.l times the national 
rate. This disproportionate number 
can partially be blamed on the confu- 
sion caused by the federal/provincial 
jurisdictional issue and on the appli- 
cation of child welfare legislation 
that is racially prejudice towards In- 
dians. 



The greatest risk Native chil- 
dren face is their removal by outside 
agencies like the Children's Aid So- 
ciety. Non-Native C.A.S. workers 
are usually ignorantof Native cultiu« 
by misinterpreting Native child-rear- 
ing practicesor misunderstanding the 
importance of the extended family 
and community. Native child and 
family services today emphasize pre- 
ventative approaches that may in- 
clude alcohol and drug abuse pro- 
grams, family counselling, early 



childhood education, daycares, and 
more. 

Status Indian children are 
placed in out-of-home care at 2.7 
times the rate of non-Natives, yet 
child abuse does not seem to be any 
different than in non-Native fami- 
lies. 

Studies show thatNative chil- 
dren raised away from their home 
communities experience severe emo- 
tional and psychological stress. They 
are less likely than non-Native chil- 
dren to return to their parent and the 
community is deprived of the right to 
regenerate itself. The seizure of Na- 
tive children affects the emotional, 
cultural, and spiritual health of the 
Native family reinforcing a feeling of 
collective powerlessness. 

Although removals from the 
reserve are on the decrease in recent 
years, it is partly due to the develop- 
ment of Native child and family serv- 
ices and to closer cooperation be- 
tween the Native community and the 
non-Native C.A.S. It has been 
claimed that when Native children 
are removed from their home, the 
traditional circle of hfe is broken. 
When this happens, the breakdown 
of the family, community and culture 
also occur. Troubled children usu- 



ally come from troubled families and 
troubled families help make troubled 
communities worse. 

The Euro-Canadian empha- 
sis on self-reliance and individual- 
ism is in sharp contrast to the Native 
community's goal of cooperation, 
sharing, and interdependence. The 
legal community has not given jus- 
tice to the Native factor in child wel- 
fare concerns unique to Native com- 
munities, resulting in a serious dis- 
ruption to the Native people and Na- 
tive children in particular. The Na- 
tive perspective has to be taken into 
account, if justice is to prevail. 

Despite the problems of juris- 
diction and racial prejudice, most 
Native people encounter racism and 
discrimination daily. Ontario's Child 
and Family Services Act has started 
the beginning of a new period in child 
welfare protection, although the Act 
is far from perfect in its response to 
Native concerns. It is optimistic to 
conclude there has been an improve- 
ment since World War Two in Native 
child welfare protection, and Ontario 
has been a leader in this area, but 
there is still more to do. A great deal 
of research is yet to be done on this 
topic which explains society's gen- 
eral ignorance of Native issues.

LUNCH BOX MEALS 

(With Kid-Appeal) 



As any parent knows, packing a 
child's lunch box with nutritious, 
appealing foods can be a challenge at 
best— the shiny, fresh apple you 
pack may even be traded for a 
classmate's bag of chips! But as 
parents also know, the nutntion 
habits you adopt in youth stay with 
you the rest of your life. If you want 
to get your kids started on good 
eating habits for health, try the 
following tips for making lunches that 
pack a nutritional punch. 

Let Them Eat (Rice) Cake . . . 

If your children are bored with their 
usual sandwiches, try a new twist. 
There's no r\ile saying a sandwich 
must be nude with two slices of 
bread. Try using nee cakes, mid- 
eastern pocket bread (pita), or whole 
wheat or com tortillas to wrap your 
child's favonte sandwich stuffers.
